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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on 
September 15 and December 10, 2004 in which claims 3, 5-9, 11, 12, 18, and 20-23 
have been amended, claim 24 has been added, and claims 1,2, 16, and 17 have been 
canceled. Claims 3-15 and 18-24 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 5, 3, 4, 6-15, 24 and 18-23, 
renumbered respectively as 1-20, are found to be in condition of allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art teaches selecting a desired scale to display map information. The prior art further 
teaches transmitting the desired map information requested by the user. The prior art 
further teaches retrieving map information from the information center to update map 
information in the mobile device. 

As per claims 5, 3, 4, 6-1 5, 24 on the other hand, the Applicant teaches, inter 
alia, wherein map data contained in the map data bank are arranged into a map 
hierarchy according to a quatree arrangement and map data fetched to the display are 
divided on the terminal's display screen into four equal-sized sections in the quatree 
arrangement which correspond to quatree map records retrieved from the map data 
bank. This limitation, in conjunction with all limitation of the independent and dependent 
claims, has not been disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior art of record. 
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As per claims 18-23, the Applicant teaches, inter alia, wherein the display of the 
terminal is divided into four equal-sized map sections in the form of a quatree, and each 
section is arranged so as to correspond to subrecords of quatree map records. This 
limitation, in conjunction with all limitation of the independent claim, has not been 
disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior art of record.
